e Problems with the network 


o There are multiple ways to fix problems with your computer’s network settings. 
Changing the host’s file, restarting the network, or assigning static IP and DNS 
addresses are all options. 


e A faulty procedure is currently running. 
o In ProgramData, there is a named executable that executes every time the game 
starts. Ending it may fix the problem. 


e The time and date are improperly configured. 
o Check to see if your computer’s time and date settings are correct. Almost all online 
services rely on the proper set up of time and date. Examine if this addresses the issue. 


e Hamachi VPN 
o Users who had Hamachi installed on their computers said that once they deleted 
Hamachi, the problem went away. 


e IPv6 Internet Protocol Version 
o The issue seems to happen only when the IPv6 protocol is utilized to connect. The 
problem can be easily solved by shifting to IPv4.

Ensure to check out the real Facebook and Twitter accounts as well. Also, news banners on the 
Ubisoft support page to ensure that services are not degraded. Servers may be unavailable due 
to maintenance or upgrades. 


Your computer settings may be messed up, resulting in additional issues. Other programs and 
software on your device may be affected. Check if the “Ubisoft service is currently 
unavailable” error is solved. 


2. “End Task” Any Random Task in Task Manager 


There is a damaged file that is operated from ProgramData. Ubisoft owns it. It becomes 
corrupt, preventing users from using the utility at all. Its name isn’t the same for everyone. 
Task Manager will recognize it as a series of entirely unconnected letters. Check if the “Ubisoft 
service 1s currently unavailable” error is solved. 


e Open the Ubisoft game. Wait for the “Ubisoft service is currently unavailable” message to 
appear. 

e To open the Task Manager utility. Hit the Ctrl + Shift + Esc key combination while pressing the 
keys at the same time. 

e Expand Task Manager, click More details in the lower-left corner of the window.

Now seek a file with 
a name like the one in the image below. 


e Choose it, then press the End Task button in the lower right corner of the window.

3. Disable/Configure IPv6 Settings 


On your PC, disable Internet Protocol version 6 connectivity. It will address the difficulty for a 
significant number of users. It’s a simple solution to the problem. It makes this procedure 
worthwhile, and you should use it as part of your troubleshooting. 


e Use the Windows + R key combination to start the Run dialogue box right away. In the 
window, type ncpa.cpl.

Check to see whether the problem 
persists after restarting your computer to confirm the modifications. 


4. Use Stable/Static DNS And IP Addresses 


Use a static IP and DNS address. It may assist you in connecting to the Ubisoft server. It is not 
a significant problem because your computer’s IP and DNS address change over time, but it has 
helped a few users reconnect to Uplay. Check if the “Ubisoft service is currently unavailable” 
error 1s solved. 


e Search for “cmd” or “Command” in the Start menu to open a Command Prompt window. 
e Scroll down to the network adapter corresponding to the connection you’re using and type the 
command shown below.

e Switch the settings to “Use the following IP address” and enter the same IP address as the 
Default Gateway you noted.

5. Use SFC For Missing Or Corrupt System Files 


Run the System File Checker to see whether the “Ubisoft service is currently unavailable” error 
message can be fixed. It will examine your system files for problems and repair or replace them 
if necessary. To do so, follow the steps below! 


e Type “Command Prompt” into the Start menu to find it. Right-click the first entry that appears 
as a search result and select Properties. Choose the option to “Run as administrator.”

6. Correct Date And Time Settings 


Using Ubisoft requires that your computer’s time and date are set correctly. It 1s a security 
standard that is used to prevent a variety of security vulnerabilities. You set up these settings 
correctly. The correct date and see if the “Ubisoft service is currently unavailable” error 
message 1s resolved. Uplay online services also require the right time and date configuration. 


e Open the Start menu to access Windows 10 Settings. By clicking the cog icon in the bottom left 
corner of the Start menu, you may access the Settings App.

e Navigate to the Date and Time option on the left-side navigation menu after opening the Time

e Shut down any consoles and devices linked to the router, then shut it down and resume it 
after 60 seconds to reset network hardware. Connect your router to your device.

e Check for any variables that may prevent you from connecting to Uplay servers.

8. Uninstall Hamachi VPN Network 


For any users, using Hamachi 1s a particular cause. It’s disturbing because consumers must 
choose between the two programs. Uplay is more necessary. You should consider uninstalling 
Hamachi.

Local disc “C:windowsSystem32driversetc” is the default 
location for sample host files. 

e To open the file, double-click it or right-click it and pick open from the menu. 

e Ifyou can’t find the host file, you might have to look in the hidden files. To do so, go to the file 
explorer’s view menu and pick hidden things. To make the required file show, check the box 
next to it. 

e To distinguish it, rename it to host.old. 


e Open a word processor on your device to create a new host file. It could be a notepad, 
WordPad, or any other text processor. 
e Copy the below code into the word processor you just launched.

e Save this file by right-clicking it and selecting “Save As” in the same area as you got it. If it was 
hidden, save it to C: Windows/System32/Drivers/... 
e Make sure the file has the.txt extension.

10. Perform A Network Reset On Windows 10 


Another simple approach to resolving this issue is Network Reset performing. Check if the 
“Ubisoft service is currently unavailable” problem still appears on the PC. 


e Using the Windows Key + R keys on your keyboard, launch the Run utility. 

e Type “ms-settings:” in the newly created box and click OK to open the Settings tool. 

e Alternatively, you can use your PC’s Settings tool. Click the start menu, then the cog icon in the 
bottom left corner. 

e Forthe same result, press the Windows key + I key combination. To access the Network & 
Internet section, click. 

e Anetwork reset is a procedure for resetting a computer’s network settings. 

e Check to verify if the problem still exists! 

e Scroll to the bottom of the page until you see the blue Network Reset button. Click it and 
understand the directions that appear on-screen, making careful to follow all of them.

o Hold the “Windows + R” key to bring up the Run box. After that, hit OK and type 
“msinfo32.”
